cech you of fin in your conſciences, and beareth witneſſe for 
God againſt your unrighteouineſſe: This is he who God hath 
given to be his ſalvation to the ends & the Earth, 1ſa.

with fin; you ſtink in the noſtrils of God becauſe of your hy- 
pocriſie, to prafels che words of thoſe who were holy, while 
you are unholy ; for God deſireth truth in the inwetd parts, 
Pſal. 5 1.6. and without holineſs none can ſee God: Hu. 1214 
but you are ſo far from having truth and holineſs in the in- 
ward parts, that you believe it cannot be attained to; and ſo 
all your profeſſion is no more than chat which the Jews had, 
whocrucified the Lord ot Life; for they profeſſed the words 
of the holy men of God, and ſo do youz but truth an#heli- 
neſs in the inward parts had they not, neither have you; and 
he ho was the true light chat lighterh every man chat com» 
eth into the World, did they crucifie, and ſ-do youz for with 
your fins you croſs the true Light which convinceth 
lin, and ſo did they; and this is che reaſon that eruth and 
halineſs is cot brought forth in your inward parts. 
; And thusallthe — 8 — you think to be juſtift- 
ed in your profeſſion, are being wrougkt 
that — which crueiſies tha Life ee ee 
well · pleaſed, and to repentance from dead Works. are you not 
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tome, but in your dead Works:do think to be jolt fed ; and 
therefore are you ſo ignorant of rhe Works of Eternal Life 
which are wrought in all that are juſtified by Chriſt Jeſus, who 
is che Life eterua l, and worketh in all that receive him to will 
and to do, Fbil.a. 131 in hoſe Works the Father is well-plea- 
ſed; and by the power of his working in us, are ve redegmed 
from the power of Satan, aud are made to rejoice in the Lord 
our Saviour. Ro 44594" 
And therefore ceaſe from all falſe Teachers, who cry peace 
peace, here there is no peace; Jer. & 14. and tell you, you 
Holi bepultied, although in your Conſciences you ate con- 
demned; theſe ate the falſe | eachers who are againſt Chriſt, 
and they preach peace to ſuch whom Chriſt Jeſus condemns 
by his Light wich which he hath lighted every man; but a. 
gainſt ſuch who are redeemed by Ch tiſt, and dowitnefſe them 
to be ly ars, they are Mar And they perſwade you that 
you cannot be ſa ved from fin while you live, And thus they 
deny the Power of God to ſave from fin, and would perſwade 
you chat the Lord's hand is ſnortned that it cannot ſave; And 
thus they delude you until che meaſure of your iniquity is 
full,and then you muſt receive = reward according 'to-.yous 
works, Wrath, Teibulation and Anguiſh upom every foul of 
man that doth evil. ton 8 

But if you turn to the Light with which you are lighted, 
you turn to the true Teacher which will alwayes be preſent 
wich you to lead you into the paches of righteouſneſs, where 
is peace eternal, and rejoicing in the Teftimony of your con 
ſciences, 2 Cor. 1.12. and the La ot God will be written in 
your hearts; Heb. 10.16. by which. fin will be condemned in 
your fleſh, 1 — and there will the power of God be ma- 
nifeſt to deſtroy ſini and thus you willireceive the pure water, 
(Hab. 10.23.) which — — this is obtained in 
obeying the Light wich which yon are lighted z for that is 
truth, and is no lye, and it maniſeſteth the thoughts and in- 
cents of che heart; and xherefore they ho receive it, need 
not that any man teach chem, for they are caught by the ans 
nointing, 1 Joby . and they nerd not tu teach one ano - 
ther, ſaying, Know the Lord, ( Ferertmiab 30 1 
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following the Light, da comer are Lewin theip hearte 
and che Spirit of God in their inward parts, by which they 
know God from the leaſt tothe greateſt; and he that knows 
eth not this condition, but remains learning of men, ſuch 3 
one is a ſtranger to the New Covenant.
